To the inhabitants of the town of Windham qualified to vote 
in town affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the lower Town Hall in 
said town, on Tuesday the 12th day of March next, at ten of 
the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects : 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensu- 
ing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
repairing highways and bridges the year ensuing. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
other necessary town charges. 

-4. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise for 
the observance of memorial day. 

5. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for cemeteries the vear ensuing. 

6. To see if the town will vote to build an iron bridge 
across Beaver brook on the Mammoth road between the town 
of Pelham and the town of Windham, provided said town 
of Pelham will bear one half the expense of building the same. 
If voted in the affirmative to authorize a committee or agents 
to act in conjunction with a committee or agents authorized by 
said town of.

prompt in their daily attendance at school. Let nothing but 
sickness keep them at home even for a single day. Do not 
allow your children to bring home ‘evil reports” from the 
school room, as their testimony will be exparte and not al- 
ways exactly correct. 

CALISTHENICS. 

Calisthenic exercises, or military drill as some call it, have 
been introduced into some of our schools with pleasing results. 
It helps towards an erect form, it helps expand the lungs, it 
calls into vigorous action all the limbs of the body, it causes 
scholars to move about the school room more gracefully and 
quietly, and to remain more quiet during study hours; it is 
one of the strong attractions of the school room. 


REPAIRS. 

It will be seen by the Treasurer’s Report that the repairs of 
No. 3 district buildings cost about $125. We consider it 
money well expended. No. 2 house is in great need of mod- 
ern benches and seats. 

Would it not be good economy to paint all our district 
buildings excepting No. 1, brick house. Public buildings kept 
in good repair, are a sure indication of the thrift and intelli- 
gence of a community.
